G.S.R 172.—Whereas certain draft .regulations, 
further to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 
1950, were published os required by sub-section (1) 
of section 31 of the Indian. Boilers Act,. .1923 (5 of 
1923) at pages 525 to 529 of the Gazette of India, 
ParClI, Seckon 3, .Sub-section >(i), dated the 20th 
February, 1996 under the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Industry (Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Development) (Central Boilers 
Board number G.S.R. 96, dated 9th February, 1996 
inviting objections and suggestions from all persons 
likely to be affected thereby tiff the expiry of a 
period of forty-five days from the date on which 
copies of the Gazette in which the- said notification 
was published were made available to the public ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available 
to the public on the 27th February, 1996 . 

And whereas the objections and suggestions receiv¬ 
ed have been considered by the Central Boilers 
Board , 

Now, therefore, in exercise cf the powers confer¬ 
red by section 28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 
(5 of 1923), the Central Boilers Board hereby makes 
the following regulations further to amend the 
Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, namely :— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian 

Boiler (Second Amendment) Regulations, 
1997. 

(21 They shall come into force of the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 (here¬ 
inafter referred as the said regulations), in regula¬ 
tion 3, in sub-regulation (2), in paragraph (i), the 
following shall be added, at the end, namely :— 

“and that the methods of manufacture; fabrica¬ 
tion and heat treatment conform to the 
soeoified Codes or Standards.”. 

3. In the said regulations, in regulation 348, for 
sub-regulations (b), (c) and (d) the following sub¬ 
regulations shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(a) (i) The cold drawn seamless carbon steel 
pipes and welded carbon steel pipes 
shali bo supplied in normalised condi 
tion. 

(ii) Hot finished seamless carbon steel pipes 
shall be. supplied in hot finished condi¬ 
tion or in normalised condition at the 
option of the manufacturer. 

(iii) The seamless alloy steel pipe cither cold 
finished or hot finished and welded pipes 


shall be supplied in normalised and tem¬ 
pered rendition. 

( l, v) By agreement between the users and the 
manufacturer, the pipes may be deliver¬ 
ed in a condition o'her than normalised 
and tempered condition in which case 
they shall be suitable for subsequent 
manipulation and the user shall be in¬ 
formed of the neat-treatment necessary to 
give required properties. 

(b) (i) Pip.- bending and forming (viz. reducing/ 
swaging) operation shall be done by any 
hot or cold method and to any radius 
winch shall result in a surface free from 
cracks, buckles or other defects as deter¬ 
mined by the method of inspection spe¬ 
cified in the design. A post bending or 
post forming heat-treatment for carbon 
steel material is required with a nominal 
wall thickness in excess of 19,0 milli¬ 
metres unless the bending or forming 
operation are performed and completed 
at normalizing temperatures', where no 
further heat treatment is required. The 
heat treatment where required shall be 
normalized or stress-relieved, as the case 
may be. 


(ii) A post bending or post forming heat 
treatment shall be require for all ferriffe 
alloy steel material with nominal pipe 
size 100.00 millimetres and larger or 
with a nominal thickness 13.0 millimet¬ 
res or greater. 

(iii) If hoi bending or forming is performed 
(he material shall received normalize 
and temper or tempering heat-treatment 
as required by the design. For cold 
operation, tempering heat-treatment shall 
be applied. 

,(C) Markhig .—Marking shall be carried out in 
accordance with regulation 395-F.” 

4. In the said regulations, in regulation 374, for 
sub-regulation (f), the fallowing sub-regulation, 
shah be substituted, namely :— 

"(f) Hydraulic testing of fabricated pipes hav. 
ing attachment of llanges, fittings, butt 
joinis, branch joints and weldolets shall 
be done at manufacturer’s works or alter¬ 
natively at site at 1.5 times the design 
pressure. Where hydraulic testing of fab¬ 
ricated pipe joints is not carried cut at 
manufacturer's works, dye-penetrant test 
'hull be carried out on the welded joints 
alongwfth five per cent radiography of 
such joints,” 

5. In tlie said regulations, in regulation 561, in 
«uh-regulation (b)— 
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(i) for clause (ii), the following shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

"(Si) Tensile tests! :— 

(a) (i) Welded joint.—The dimensions of the 
i educed tensile section shall be as shown 
in figure 60*1 (a). The width of the 
reduced section shall be at least 25 milli¬ 
metres. 
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tensile test covers the whole thickness of 
the weld joints as shown in figure 60-1 
(b). The tensile strength shall not be 
less than the lower limit specified for 
the plate. 

(b) All weld metal.*—The dimensions of the 
all weld metal tensile test specimen shall 
be those given in figure 63, The diameter 
shall be the maximum possible consistent 
with the cross section of the weld but in 
no case more than 20 millimetres, the gauge 
length shall be equal to five times the dia¬ 
meter. The tensile strength shall not be 
less than the lower limit specified for the 
plate. The elongation shall not be less 
than 20 per cent on a gauge length of 
four times the square root of the cross- 
sectional area of the specimen, and the 
reduction in area not less than 35 per 
cent.” ; 

(ii) for clause (v), the following clause shall be

(id) If the plate thickness exceeds 30 milli¬ 
metres, the tensile test shall be carried 
out on several reduced section specimens, 
each having a thickness of at least 30 
millimetres and width at the effective 
cross-section of at least 25 millimetres. 
Tnesc specimens shall be taken out of 
the test piece in such a way that the 


“(v) Macro and Micro examination :—A spe¬ 
cimen of the full thickness of the plate and 
not less than 13 millimetres wide shall be 
prov'ded from each set of test plates for 
the purpose of macro and micro examina¬ 
tions. 

Micro-etching of a complete cross-section of the 
weld injuding the heat affected zone, 
should show satisfactory penetration, fu¬ 
sion and absence of significant inclusions 
or other defects. 

Should there be any doubt as to the condition 
of the weld as shown by macro-etching, the 
area concerned is to be microscopically 
examined for defect investigation. ’ ;

6. In the said regulations, for regulation 601. 
the following shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“601. Hydraulic and Hammer Tests: 

(a) fi) Class 1 Boilers :—Each Class l Boher 
shall, on completion of all welding and/ 
or repairs and after heat-treatment, be 
subjected to a hydraulic test of 1.5 times 
the design pressure without any indica¬ 
tion of weakness or defect. 

(ii) Class 11 and Class 111 Boilers Each 
Clas> 11 and Class 1U Boilers shall be 
tested to a pressure twice the design 
pressure. 

(b) (i) the Test shall be witnessed by the Inspec¬ 
ting Authority or Inspecting Officer 

(a) The test pi assure shall be maintained 
for a period not less than 30 minutes. 

ii is important in the interest of safety that the 
boiler be propel!y vented, so as to prevent the for¬ 
mation of air pockets, before the test pressure as 
applied.
